Rus.sian soldiers surround 
cd the prisoners and gave them bread 
and water and in other ways tried to 
rellere their want*. 

News has just been received that 
the Japanese left flank has been driv 
en l»ack with heavy loss and its re 
treat cut off. A Russian regiment is 
now being hurried to the scene In the 
hope of completing the rout. 

An ofllcer who has Jhst returned 
from fJen. MIstrhenlio's division re 
ports that a sungiiiuary fight has ta 
ken place at Laitkhe/i. 1.") miles south 
east of Shalthe, to which fort Gen 
Mlatchenko retired In order to pre- 
serve communication between the 
Russian center and eastern flank. Th 
Japanese made a d( terniined effort f 
rut the line of conununicalion at this 
point and attacked under cover of a 
terrific cannonade. Out of one com 
pany of a Russian rifle brigade only 
60 men were left. Two comanies that 
had expended their ammunition prior 
to the last .Japanese attack in tin 
trenches until the Japanese were with 
In a few paces. Then the Russians 
burled a volley of stones, charged and 
broke tbe attacking line, compelling 
the Japanese to flee. There was fmht 
ing Tue.sday on both sides of the tireat 
' M;iii(lariii r(iad. 

Uen. Kuropatkin is indefatigable, 
personally directing the forward ope^ 
ations. Nothing seems to affect him 
but he wears his usual quiet smile un 
der all circumstances.

LONE TREE HILL BATTLE. 

Field Presents the Most Awful Spec 
taole That Can Be Coneetved. 

Mukden, Oct. 19.— Lone Tree hill, 
won by the Russians after a desperate 
struggle, was the object of a gallant 

l)Ut unsuccessful attenii't at recapture 
by the Japanese. In spite of the awful 
slaughter with which they had been 
driven from the hill the Japanese re- 
turned to the charge during the night 
f)f October 17, rocf)!,'ni/.ing that the 
hill was the key to I lie position on the 
southwest front. Nino rejiinienis par- 
ticipated, creeping up through the 
night and delivering a furious assault 
at dawn. But the hill had been bought 
too dearly by the Russians to relln 
quish it and tho Japanese were driven 
back with terrible slaughter. 

'Hie bat(I( field' of Lone Tree liill 
presents the most awful spectacle that 
can be conceived. Russian and Jap- 
anese dead ara mingled In heaps in 
Ineltrlcable confusion. The ground Is 
fjtrewn with broken rifles that had 
been smashed in hand-to-hand fighting 
Everything seems to have been utll 
ized as weapons. The Russian doctors 
are working heroically on the slopes 
of the hill in the attempt to save 
those of the wotmded who still sur- 
vive, but the Japan< Kci p up a snip 
ing firo and render the work of relief 
difficult and dangerous. 

T.he fighting Tuesday slackened con- 
siderably owing to rntn and the impas- 
sable condition of ilic roads. 

As this dispai( h was filed, Tuesday 
evening, the Russians were retaining 
the ground gained at the Shakhe river. 
Several Maxima have been captured. 
The flripg ceaaed after dark Tuesday.

Headquarters of Gen. Oku's Left 
Army, Oct. 16, via Pusan, Oct. 19.— 
Since Sunday last the Japanese left 
army has buried 4,100 Russian dead. 
It is estimated that the Russian casu 
altles are from 20,000 to 25,000. The 
Japanese report their casualties at 
about 3,000, Early this morning the 
Japanese continued to advance, driv- 
ing the Russians befiu'c them and cap- 
turing two guns and many rifles.

INCREASE IN KILLED AND INJURED 



Four Hundred and Twenty of the 
Dead Were Pas9en}r<?rs aud Over 
Three Tbodrand Employei. 



Included In These Figures Are Statis- 
tics of the Last Three Months 
of the Year, 677 Kille^ and 
11,418 injured. 

Washinpton. Oct. If).— Tlie inter- 
State commerce commission made its 
annual report Tuesday on the casual- 
ties on railways in the United States 
during the last fiscal year. There 
were 3,787 persons killed and 51,343 
persons injured. 

The casualties were an increase of 
233 killed and of 5,320 injured over 
the preceding year. Four hundred 
and twenty of those killed were pas- 
sengers and 3,367 railroad employes, 
and <if those injured 8.077 were pas- 
sengers and -JIM'tJO railroail employes. 
Included in ilu.'-i' tiLMins are the sta- 
tistics for the last three months of 
the year, which show a total of 677 
killed and 11,418 Injured, a decrease 
from the preceding quarter. These 
flirur* s do not include casualties ;it 
hi^'hway crossings, to tresi assers or 
persona walking along the track. In 
shops remote from the railroad or to 
employes not actually on duty; nor 
trifling accidents to (injiloyes which 
did not prevent tluiu fruui peifonn- 
ing their accustonu il service for mure 
than three days, in the aggregate, dur- 
ing the ten days immediately follow- 
ing the accidents. 

The report says: "As the accident 
bulletins are issued to f\irnish tlie 
public with facts, this exhibit of the 
dangers of railroad travel — an exhibit 
which tbe most conservative must 
agree should be termed alarming- 
will not be made subject of comment 
in this place; but it will be pr()p<>r m 
observe that each succeeding; bullet in 
adds materially to the mass of evi- 
dence going to enforce the observa- 
tions and recommendations which 
were made In the last annual report 
of the commission.

Tha Newly Fermetf Investigation Cam* 
mission Meets. 

N'pw York. Oct. 10. - 'I he i;ewly 
formed commission for the )nvi-tii;a- 
tlon of acute respiratory dis( as.-~ met 
for the first time Tuesday night at tbe 
offices of the New York board of 
health. The committee is composed 
of the best m*'<iical authorities in such 
diseases in tliis country. 

The commission will endeavor to 
find means to prevent the growing in- 
fection from acute respiratory dis- 
eases, particularly pneumonia. Some 
months ago Commissioner Darlington, 
owlntc to till! alarming Increase in dis- 
eases of this cliarattrr. iudueerl the 
city to appropriate $l(».iiOO for the or- 
ganization of a committee to assist 
the city of New York in fighting these 
diseases. The commissioner thereup- 
on requested the aid of medical men 
who, with him, make up the commis- 
sion. 

At the meeting Tuesday Dr. Edward 
O. Janeway, Of New York, was elected 
president, and Dr. T. Mitchell Prud- 
den, of New York, secretary. The 

committee decideil to make a system- 
atic study of pneumonia in New York. 
The commission will attenipf the 
question of a sufficient supply of fresh 
air la public meeting places and will 
also devote attention to the study of 
sporadic cases and their cause and 
oriL^in. The sub'OomiBtttaa Will deal 
with the work. 

After tho meeting Commlssi<mer 
Darlington said that there had been 
a steady increase In the death rate 
from pulmonary distases since 18ti<p. 
Of 42,700 deaths in the first six 
months of the present year, 4:5 per 
cent, were due to pulmonary diseases.
